C hairm an D. J. Driscoll, of the 
Public U tility com m ission, said tins 
week th a t traffic hazards a t 107— 
three in Adam s county—of the 407 
unprotected 
grade 
crossings 
over 
through highw ays in Pennsylvania 
have been "m aterially lessened” by 
railroads as a resu lt of the protec­ 
tion m ovem ent in itiated by the com ­ 
mission last D ecem ber. 
Among th e crossings which the 
railroads have tak en steps to safe­ 
guard, according to th e commission 
report, are two in O xford Township 
and one a t A bbottstow n, 
The O x­ 
ford tow nship crossings are located 
on the New' O xford-H anover road 
and the H anover-C arlisle highway. 
No m ention w'as m ade in this re ­ 
port of safety m easures th a t m ight 
be put into effect a t the B rush Run 
crossing on th e Lincoln highw ay, 
west of New' O xford, w here five per­ 
sons have been killed in the last 18 
m onths.

107 crossings by having trainm en 
w'arn m otorists of all train m ove­ 
m ents w ith red flags in the day-tim e 
and lan tern s a t n ig h t and th a t the 
107th crossing would be safeguarded 
by flashing light signals.

$95,000 FIRE AT 
CIGAR FACTORY 
IN YORK COUNTY 


Fire F riday n ig h t caused dam age 
a t th e L ancaster Cigar com pany a t 
Red Lion, York county, to the ex ten t 
of 
$95,000, 
according 
to 
C harles 
M eads, secretary of th e o rg an iza­ 
tion. 
Firem en believed th e origin 
of th e blaze was due to a sh o rt cir­ 
cuit in the elevator shaft. 
T his fire, which is th e latest in a 
lengthy list of disastrous blazes in 
York county, was discovered by C lair 
W elly, a 16-year-old Boy Scout of 
Red Lion as he passed the factory 
on his bicyc le returning from a jiarty 
about 9 o’clock. 
U pon the arrival of firem en, the 
fire already had gained considerable 
headw ay, so a call was sent for the 
W indsor and D allastow n com panies. 
M eads 
estim ated 
th a t 
$75,000 
dam age was done to th e stock and 
equipm ent, and $20,000 to the build­ 
ing. w hich is approxim ately 215 by 
40 feet in dim ensions. He said 150,- 
000 cigars, packed and 
ready 
for 
shipm ent, were destroyed. 
T he firm had recently dropped 
some of its insurance, M eads added. 
Firem en were successful in check­ 
ing th e flam es before they reached 
20 cigar m aking m achines valued a t 
$120,000. 
Even so, officials of the 
com pany said it Is probable th a t 
w ater an d smoke m ay have dam aged 
th e costly equipm ent.
